He  distinguished  himself  as 
president  of  the  class  of  1946,  president  of  Epsi- 
lon  Sigma,  president  of  the  Student  Council,  and 
other  organizations,  as  well  as  a  member  of  the 
College  Quartet. 

He  was  married  to  the  former  Ruth  Jordan 
(deceased),  and  bom  to  this  union  were  two  sons, 
Lee  Andrus  (deceased  1973)  and  Michael  Phillip. 

Elder  Paschal  worked  diligently  to  ad- 
vance the  causes  of  the  Alumni  Association,  trav- 
eling nationally  to  establish  chapters  and  revitalize 
interest  in  Oakwood  College  The  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation took  on  new  meaning  with  his  appearances 
at  Regional  workers'  meetings,  the  United  Negro 
College  Fund  (UNCF)  conferences,  and  national 
alumni  meetings  throughout  the  United  States. 
The  New  York  chapter  honored  Elder 
Paschal  in  1976  by  awarding  him  the  Leadership 
Award.  In  1979  he  was  named  Alumnus  of  the 
Year.  During  the  Oakwood  centennial  celebration 
in  1996,  Elder  Paschal  raised  over  $52,000  to  be 
used  for  worthy  student  scholarships.  Elder  Pas- 
chal was  inducted  into  the  National  Black  College 
Alumni  Hall  of  Fame  in  1998  and  received  the 
organization's  Lifetime  Achievement  Award. 

Elder  Paschal  served  as  Alumni  Association 
president  from  1975-1991.  His  nobility  of  character, 
his  firm  commitment  to  the  Adventist  message,  and 
his  vision  of  a  greater  tomorrow  enriched  the  lives  of 
many.

Tecora  M.  Bowman  Rogers,  RN,  PhD,  was  born  in 
Edenborn,  Pennsylvania  and  received  her  elementary 
and  high  school  education  in  Point  Marion  (a  small 
town  in  southwestern  Pennsylvania).  Her  higher 
education  was  obtained  at  the  following  schools:  pre- 
nursing  and  pre-physicai  therapy  at  Oakwood  College  in 
Huntsville,  Alabama,  nursing  at  New  England 
Sanitarium  and  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  in  Melrose, 
Massachusetts;  and  pre-physical  therapy  at  Atlantic 
Union  College  in  South  Lancaster,  Massachusetts. 
After  working  as  a  registered  nurse  for  many  years  and 
seeing  much  preventable  suffering,  Tecora  decided  to 
return  to  school  to  study  community  health  education. 
Thus,  she  earned  her  BS  in  Health  education  and 
Promotion  in  1993,  her  MA  in  1996,  and  her  Ph.D.  in 
December  of  1997,  all  from  the  Ohio  State  University  in 
Columbus,  Ohio.  Because  of  her  deep  interest  in 
African  American  health  issues,  she  chose  a  minor  in 
African  American  Studies. 

Dr.  Rogers  had  a  wide  variety  of  experience  in  the 
health  field  prior  to  returning  to  school  to  receive  her 
degrees  in  health  education  and  promotion.  She  worked 
as  a  hospital  staff  and  charge  nurse  in  several  cities; 
team  leader  at  the  New  York  University  Rehabilitation 
center;  assistant  school  nurse  at  Oakwood  College; 
physician's  office  nurse  in  Atlanta,  Georgia;  Head  Start 
Nurse  in  South  Bend,  Indiana;  Health  Coordinator  for 
the  Allegheny  West  Conference  of  Seventh-day 
Adventists;  and  director  of  the  Black  Community 
Cancer  Awareness  Program  for  the  city  of  Columbus, 
Ohio  (a  state  funded  program).  Her  volunteer  projects 
included:  school  nurse  at  Ramah  Junior  Academy  in 
Cleveland,  Ohio;  conducting  community  health  and 
nutrition  programs  in  several  cities,  teaching  American 
Red  Cross  First  Aid  and  CPR  classes,  and  serving  as 


health  and  temperance  leader  in  various  Adventist 
churches.  She  has  attended  several  Health  Nutrition 
Seminars  and  workshops  at  Andrews  University  and 
many  other  places. 

While  at  The  Ohio  State  University,  Dr.  Rogers 
participated  in  or  conducted  four  research  projects: 
(l)"Health  Beliefs  and  Health  Behaviors  Among 
African  Americans",  (2)  "Looking  at  Racial  Differences 
in  Health  Beliefs  and  Health  Behaviors  in  the  Seventh- 
day  Adventist  Church",  (3)  "Racial  and  Gender  Health 
Beliefs  and  Health  Behaviors  and  Perceived  Health 
Status  Among  African  Americans  and  Whites  in  the 
Seventh-day  Adventist  Church",  and  (4)  "The 
Effectiveness  of  A  Walking  Club  and  a  Self-Directed 
Physical  Activity  Program  in  Increasing  Moderate 
Intensity  Physical  Activity  Among  African  American 
Females. 

Since  graduating  from  The  Ohio  State  University,  Dr. 
Rogers  has  been  an  adjunct  professor,  teaching  Health 
Education  classes  at  her  alma  mater  and  at  Capital 
University  in  Columbus,  Ohio.  She  also  taught  classes 
in  African  American  Studies  at  The  Ohio  State 
University.  Presently,  she  is  developing  a  course  on 
minority  health  issues  to  be  taught  via  distance  learning. 
She  is  also  kept  busy  lecturing  and  conducting 
workshops  and  seminars  on  various  health  related 
topics. 

Dr.  Rogers  has  designed,  written  manuals  for,  and 
implemented  many  programs.  They  include  a  change  of 
lifestyle  program  entitled,  "The  Vitality  Club";  a 
program  on  how  to  start  a  walking  club  entitled,  "Come 
Walk  With  Us";  a  program  to  encourage  the  study  of  the 
Bible  and  the  Spirit  of  Prophecy  entitled  "Adventist 
Youth  Enrichment";  and  a  program  for  children  ages 
four  through  sixteen  entitled,  "Community  Youth 
Enrichment  Program"  which  includes  a  health  education 
component. 

Dr.  Rogers  has  been  the  proud  recipient  of  several  honor 
awards  and  special  recognitions  from  such  outstanding 
institutions  as  The  Ohio  State  University,  the  Ohio 
Public  Health  Association,  the  State  of  Ohio,  the  City  of 
Columbus,  the  Allegheny  West  Conference,  Ramah  Jr. 
Academy,  and  several  churches.  She  is  also  listed  in  the 
1990-91  Who's  Who  In  American  Nursing  and  included 
in  the  2001-2002  America's  Registry  of  Outstanding 
Professionals.

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Pastor  Earl  Moore 

Alumnus  of  the  Year 

Looking  back  on  forty-three  years  of  service  in 
ministry  to  his  retirement  in  1999,  Pastor  Moore 
thanks  the  Lord  for  the  events  that  shaped  his 
ministry. 

Earl  W.  Moore  grew  up  in  Brooklyn,  N.Y.  He  was 
drafted  in  1943  and  served  in  the  US  Army  during 
World  War  II.  After  the  war,  he  became  a  bus  driver 
for  the  New  York  City  Transit  System  in  1946.  He 
became  a  Seventh-day  Adventist  through  the 
teaching  of  his  mother  in  1949.  While  driving  the 
bus,  He  felt  like  God  had  something  better  for  him  to 
do  with  his  life,  so  he  applied  for  his  G.I.  education 
bill  and  was  accepted  at  Oakwood  College  in  1950. 
That  was  the  beginning  of  his  walk  and  service  for 
Christ. 

After  graduation  from  Oakwood  College,  Elder  H. 
W.  Kibble  called  him  to  serve  as  pastor  in  the  Lake 
Region  Conference.  Elder  C.E.  Dudley,  called  Pastor 
Moore  to  the  South  Central  Conference  as 
Community  Services  and  Health  and  Welfare 
Director.  Elder  Dudley  took  him  on  a  tour  of 
Mississippi  to  see  first  hand,  the  poverty  and 
discrimination  that  existed  in  the  conference  states. 
While  Director  of  Community  Services  and  Health 
and  Welfare  for  the  South  Central  Conference,  Pastor 
Moore  purchased  a  mobile  van  and  had  it  modified 
for  medical  screenings  and  took  the  van  with 
physicians  and  nurses  to  inaccessible  places  of  need. 
The  medical  van  was  also  sent  to  national  disasters, 
such  as  Hurricane  Camille,  Detroit  riots,  flooding  in 
South  Texas  and  at  the  assassination  of  Dr.  Martin  L. 


King  in  Memphis.  He  saw  the  need  to  rescue  poor 
urban  youth  in  cities  like  Birmingham,  Louisville, 
Nashville  and  Memphis.  He  started  a  friendship 
camp  to  care  for  the  urban  poor  for  two  weeks.  The 
children  were  so  transformed  that  their  families 
witness  caused  a  church  to  be  established  in 
Columbia,  Tennessee.  From  there  he  went  on  to  serve 
Southern  Union  Conference,  Review  and  Herald 
Publishing  Association  and  finally  to  the  South 
Atlantic  Conference  from  where  he  retired  in  1999. 

Pastor  Moore  thanks  the  Lord  for  using  him  in 
ministry  to  the  community  during  the  Civil  Rights 
Movement  in  the  sixties  and  seventies.  He  worked  in 
tandem  with  the  nations  historic  Civil  Rights  Leaders 
at  the  Southern  Christian  Leadership  Conference 
(SCLC),  NAACP,  and  served  as  vice-president  of  the 
Concerned  Black  Clergy  of  Atlanta  for  twenty  years. 
He  also  had  the  distinction  of  serving  with  the 
famous  attorney,  the  late  Johnny  Cochran,  in 
resolving  Black  workers  issues  at  Lockheed  Martin 
Aeronautics. 

After  Dr.  King's  assassination  in  Memphis,  he  joined 
the  caravan  of  twelve  Greyhounds  buses,  with  the 
medical  van  traveling  to  the  "Poor  Peoples  March"  in 
Washington,  D.C.  He  was  also  involved  in  many 
civil  rights  protests  and  marches  with  Dr.  Joseph 
Lowery,  Andrew  Young,  Jesse  Jackson, 
Representative  Tyrone  Brooks,  and  the  late  Dr.  Ralph 
Abemathy  who  understood  Seventh-day  Adventism 
because  of  Moore's  presence. 

The  real  joy  of  his  ministry  came  from  conducting 
Revelation  Seminars,  at  the  newly  formed,  Decatur, 
Georgia  church,  where  he  held  seven  Revelation 
Seminars  and  baptized  over  600  people  in  seven 
years.  Pastor  Moore  holds  a  BA  in  Theology  from 
Oakwood  College,  a  Masters  degree  from  Andrews 
University,  a  Master  in  Public  Health  degree  from 
Loma  Linda  University,  and  a  Doctor  of  Divinity 
from  Gulf  Coast  Seminary. 

He  is  married  to  the  former  Jean  Brooks  of 
Washington,  D.C.  They  have  three  sons,  all 
Oakwood  College  graduates,  Wayne  Moore,  a 
Medical  Doctor,  Kevin  Moore,  an  IRS  agent,  and 
Eric  Moore,  a  Medical  Doctor.  Elder  Moore  states,

Lawrence  Jacobs,  Sr.  was  bom  in  Osceola, 
Arkansas  on  September  11,  1911  to  Lucien 
Jacobs  and  Estella  (Moore)  Jacobs.  Estella 
was  the  daughter  of  John  Thomas  Moore. 

Due  to  the  early  death  of  Lawrence's  father, 
Lucien  Jacobs,  John  Thomas  Moore,  his 
grandfather,  became  very  influential  in  his 
life.  John  Thomas  Moore  eventually 
purchased  land  that  adjoins  Oakwood 
College.  Since  he  was  living  with  his 
grandfather,  it  was  very  simple,  he  would 
attend  the  Oakwood  School;  so  in  1922, 
Lawrence's  "Oakwood  experience'  began, 
he  attended  the  elementary  and  academy. 
The  "Oakwood  experience"  continues  even 
to  this  day,  either  through  the  College  or  the 
Church. 

On  February  17,  1935,  Lawrence  and  Sadie 
(Conley)  were  married  by  Dr.  Otis.  B. 
Edwards.  To  this  union  were  born  three 
children,  Lawrence  Jr.,  Harold  and  Maxine. 
Lawrence  always  wanted  three  children.  In 
his  early  married  years  from  1935  to  1954 
Lawrence  did  what  he  knew  best  -  he 
farmed.     Lawrence  and  his  wife  purchased 


60  acres  of  land  in  Harvest,  Alabama.  Due 
to  their  success  in  farming,  in  1954,  the  then 
Business  Manager,  Mr.  Adell  Warren, 
extended  him  an  invitation  to  become  both 
the  farm  and  dairy  manager,  which  he 
accepted.  Lawrence  served  both  as  farm  and 
dairy  manager  until  his  son,  Lawrence  Jr. 
joined  him  in  1959  to  take  over  as  the  dairy 
manager.  Lawrence  Sr.  remained  as  farm 
manager  until  1976.  These  two  College 
industries  became  very  successful  under 
their  leadership.  The  farm  produced  an 
abundance  of  vegetables,  com  and  cotton, 
and  the  dairy  was  known  as  having  the  best 
milk  throughout  the  city  and  county.  As 
farm  manager,  he  had  a  life  long  influence 
on  the  many  students  that  worked  with  him. 

After  his  retirement  from  Oakwood, 
Lawrence  was  appointed  as  a  Country 
Committee  Member  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture's  Farmers  Home 
Administration  under  President  Carter.  In 
this  position  he  was  able  to  help  both 
farmers  and  future  farmers  to  get  loans  for 
farm  land,  homes,  and  farming  equipment. 
As  a  committee  member  he  often  attended 
meetings  in  Montgomery,  Alabama  and 
Washington,  DC 

Lawrence  and  his  wife  were  interested  in 
Christian  education  -  especially  Oakwood 
Christian  education.  All  of  their  children 
attended  Oakwood  Elementary,  Academy 
and     College.  Six     of     their     eight 

grandchildren  graduated  from  Oakwood. 
Not  only  did  their  children  attend,  but  two 
have  worked  for  the  College.  Lawrence  has 
not  only  worked  for  the  College,  but  has 
also  made  personal  monetary  contributions. 
He  is  one  of  the  original  charger  members  of 
the  Committee  of  100  for  Oakwood.

Bom  to  Pastor  W.  S.  Lee,  Sr,  and  Ruth  Lee,  a  second- 
generation  SDA  family,  at  Riverside  Hospital  and 
Sanitarium,  Willie,  Jr.  came  into  the  world  on  a  "Wing  and 
a  Prayer,"  a  poem  by  nurse  present  at  his  birth,  after  two- 
hour  drive  fi-om  Chattanooga  to  Nashville,  TN.  His  early 
years  in  this  clergy  family  with  sisters  Althea,  and  later 
Brenda,  began  in  SDA  schools,  at  Ephesus  SDA  School  in 
New  Orleans,  LA,  next  in  New  York  City,  at  the  church 
school  sponsored  by  the  Ephesus  SDA  Church  in  Harlem; 
ultimately,  he  graduated  from  high  school  at  Glendale 
Adventist  Academy  in  California,  as  the  first  Black  Student 
Body  President. 

Attending  Oakwood  College  from  1961-65,  Willie  was 
active  in  student  affairs  as  Freshman  class  president, 
participation  in  USM,  including  vice-president,  in  music  as 
choir,  Aeolian,  male  chorus  member  for  four  years,  and 
anchoring  the  College  Four  quartet  as  the  bass.  Oakwood 
often  sent  this  quartet  on  recruiting  missions;  and  one 
summer,  Elder  E.  E.  Cleveland  dubbed  them  as  his 
"Cathedral  Quartet"  during  his  evangelistic  campaign  in  St. 
Louis  in  1964.  His  acceptance  of  God's  call,  prior  to 
attending  Oakwood  defined  the  way  he  utilized  summer 
breaks,  working  with  evangelists,  mentored  in  ministry  by 
each  of  them. 

Following  his  graduation  from  Oakwood  College  in  1965, 
with  a  BA  in  Religion  and  Theology,  Willie  interned  in 
pastoral  ministry  for  South  Central  Conference,  married 
Wilma  Kirk,  August  28,  1966,  while  obtaining  an  M.  Div. 
at  Andrews  University,  then  pastoring  in  Mississippi, 
Tennessee,  and  Kentucky.  Following  a  call  to  Northeastern 
Conference  in  1974,  to  pastor  in  New  York  City,  with 
increased  responsibility  for  family  and  ministry,  Wilma 


convinced  Willie  that  conference-sponsored  attendance  at 
Family  Life  Workshops  would  be  beneficial.  This 
leveraged  trainings  and  certifications  as  facilitators  in 
Family  Life  Education,  Parenting,  and  Adventist  Marriage 
Enrichment  into  a  team  ministry  spanning  the  next  30 
years. 

Accepting  God's  healing  in  their  own  family,  the  Lees 
added  Family  Ministry  as  redemptive  relationships  to  serve 
other  marriages  and  families,  as  Willie  pastored  in 
Northeastern  Conference,  introducing  and  developing 
Family  Life  and  Parenting  Workshops,  and  Marriage 
Enrichment  Retreats  for  congregations  throughout  the 
conference.  In  1980,  when  Willie  accepted  a  call  to  pastor 
in  Stockton,  in  Northern  California  Conference,  Wilma 
completed  a  BSW  degree  at  California  State  University  at 
Sacramento. 

Ministry  in  Southwest  Region  Conference,  which  began  in 
1980,  from  El  Paso,  TX  to  Little  Rock,  AR,  and  then  to 
Houston,  TX,  included  12  years  as  Family  Ministry 
Directors.  The  Lees  established  NAD  Family  Ministry 
Curriculum  trained  church  coordinators  throughout  the 
conference;  The  Lees  produced  and  anchored  "Table  Talk," 
a  family-issue.  Little  Rock  Public  Access  television 
program  for  four  years.  Willie  also  served  as  an  On-call 
Chaplain  of  Arkansas  Children's  Hospital.  Wilma 
enhanced  their  team  ministry  with  a  University  of  Arkansas 
MSW. 

God  lead  the  Lees  to  incorporate  the  Center  for  Family 
Wholeness  (CFW),  a  Houston,  Texas  nonprofit,  where 
Wilma  is  Executive  Director,  at  the  Berean  SDA  Church, 
as  a  pilot  project  in  1997,  partnering  with  NAD  Family 
Ministries  and  Adventist  Community  Services.  It  provides 
education,  services,  and  facilitation  for  healing  of  family 
systems  in  the  church  and  community.  As  trainers  and 
facilitators,  the  Lees  have  been  utilized  throughout  the 
USA,  Canada,  and  in  Africa-India  Ocean  Division, 
ministering  to  pastoral  couples  and  lay  ministry  leaders. 
Willie  has  completed  all  but  dissertation  for  a  D.  Min.  in 
Marriage  and  Family  Therapy.  He  also  serves  as  chair  of  a 
Houston  community  nonprofit,  Horizons  Intergenerational 
Wellness  Coalition,  Inc.  In  2006,  the  Lees  were  honored 
with  an  North  American  Division  Distinguished  Family 
Ministry  Service  Award. 

Pastor  Lee's  love  for  Oakwood  College  can  be  seen  in  his 
support  for  Oakwood  and  alumni  involvement  wherever  he 
pastors,  which  presently  is  in  Lake  Charles  and  Lafayette, 
LA.  Recently,  he  invited  NAPS  from  Oakwood  to  serve 
youth  in  the  community  of  Lake  Charles. 

God  blessed  the  Lees  with  three  children:  Anthony  Lee, 
deceased;  Adrienne  Lee,  MBA,  Director  of  Benefits  and 
Salary,  Phillips  Corporation,  and  Amber  Lee  Williams,  JD, 
Senior  Counsel,  Wal-Mart  Corporation,  are  likewise 
graduates  of  Oakwood  College.
